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SAVE WASTE PAPER 


The salvage of waste paper is one of (he 


most important responsibilities borne by 
Americans at home who are helping to win 
the war as quickly as possible. Because 
ninety per cent of all waste paper collected 
now goes into containers and the supply of 
containers practically controls flow of war 
materiel. 


With our armies now fighting on nine 


fronts, the demand for munitions and sup- 
plies is now at the highest point or the entire 
war. Yet public interest and cooperation are 
reported to have slacked off in this vital sal- 
vage job. 


There is a long, tough job ahead in the 


Pacific after the war in Europe ends with the 
prospect that war's constant demands for 
paper will increase. 


The mills where the salvaged paper is sent 


to be processed are running but part time 
because collections have been falling off. 
Housewives will do well to remember this 
when they are tempted to let up a little in 
saving every scrap of paper. 


Waste paper collections are expected to be 


resumed again in the city and it is hoped 
that the family effort will be redoubled. 


In the township of Marbletown, the sched- 


ule of collections which will begin Saturday, 
March 10, has been announced. 


IS IT JUST A SLOGAN? 


Fire prevention officials have good reason 


to question the sincerity of the much pub 
liciied public desire for freedom from fear 
and want. Through rank carelessness 10,000 
persons lose their lives each year by fire, and 
half a billion dollars worth of property is 
destroyed. Certainly fire, when it strikes, 
spells terror to its victims. And what can 
create want more speedily than the sudden 
destruction of a home or place of work by 
fire? 


Here Is one great creator of fear and want 


that we permit in our midst simply because 
we are too indifferent to control it. Fire pre- 
vention authorities do all in their power to 
leach people the fact that real fire preven- 
tion begins with the individual, with the 
family, in the home. They repeat again and 
again the old story of cluttered attics, refuse 
strewn basements, improper construction, 
and, last but not least, what to do in case 
of fire to help avoid needless loss of life 
They warn against opening a door if it is 
too hot to touch or trying to flee down an 
open stairway in the face of upward sweep- 
ing flames. Their warnings are simple, take 
little effort, and yet wanton negligence con- 
tinues. 


If we mean it when we roll the slogan o 


freedom from fear and want so easily of 
our tongues, let's begin to show it by taking 
steps to eliminate preventable fires.
